AMBROSE, Biſhop of that City, and forthwith 
honoured with religious Veneration; which Ve- 
neration they ſtill retain, by the ſolemn Inſtitu- 
tion of a Feaſt, not in that City only, but in 
all the Towns adjacent. In that Village, the Fa- 
mily of the SANNAZAR11 far excelled the reſt, 
both in Antiquity, in Wealth, and in Heroick 
Atchievements. NIcoLAuS SANNAZARIUS de- 
ſcended from this Family, and Captain of a 
Band of Soldiers, aſſiſted CHARLES the Third of 
Dura ao, who in the Year 1380, at the Requeſt 
of Pope URBAN, enter'd Iraly, with Deſign to 
make himſelf Maſter of the Kingdom of Naples- 
And at length, the Enemy being overthrown, for 
his ſingular Valour, he received trom the victo- 
rious King, as a Reward, ſome Caſtles in the 
Territories of Leucania.

Arcadia. Put hefore he came to Naples, he was ini- 


tiated into the School of Junius Maus, a noted 
Schoolmaſter of that Time; by whom he was 


carefully inſtructed in the Greek and Latin 


Tongues; and SAN NAEZARI us, being of a grateſul 


Temper, and mindful ot his Benefactors, has 
more than once, celebrated his Maſter's Name, 


and rankd him among the moſt Learned of his 
Time. His truly generous Maſter being grieved 
that ſuch extraordinary Parts, as he perceived in 
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 SANNAZARIUS. iii 


„that Youth, ſhould be buried in Obſcurity, advi> 
3 ſed his Mother MAsELLA not to ſuffer a Son of 
ſuch eminent Accompliſhments any longer to re- 
miin unobſerv'd; but rather, that gathering to- 
gether all her Subſtance, ſhe ſhould place her 
Son JAcozus to be liberally educated at Naples; 
For in a ſhort Time, ſays he, it may happen, 
that the Charge of the Money ſo expended, may 
be abundantly recompenſed by the extraordinary 
Profits which uſually attend the Induſtry of the 
Learned. His Mother liſtned to ns Advice, and 
haſt ned with her Son to Naples. There flouriſh'd 
at that Time, in that renowned City, JoAN NES 
Pox TAN us, a Man throughly ſkill'd in all Parts 
of Literature, but eſpecially in thoſe which form 
the Minds of Youth into Humanity. and Tender- 
neſs : To his Houſe, as to a ſure Temple dedicated 
to Wiſdom and the Muſes,” the Flower of the 
Neapolitan Youth and Nbbility reſorted from : 
every Quarter; and tho SANNAZARIUS highly 
regarded each of them, according to his Talent, 
yet he never applied himſelf for Advice, or Aſ- 
ſiſtance in his Studies, to any but PonTAanus 
3 himſelf, Many there were who compared PON A- 
3 nwvus's Academy (for ſo he named that Aſſembly 
ol ſelect Wits): to the Trojan Horſe, out of whom, 
not only Generals in War, and Conquerors of 
# Kingdoms, but famous Poets, and renowned 'Ora- 
tors, in great Numbers, ſnould iſſue. The Cuſtom 
then was, That whoſoever of his Scholars was ea - 
; gerly bent upon the Knowledge of the Liberal

always aſſum'd to himſelf a new Name, after

that ſuch Names as theſe, contained in them 
ſomewhat more of Dignity, and ſounded ſweeter

ſing concerning their Loves, after the Manner of 
Comedians; and becauſe he had led a Life free 
from Fraud and Fallacy, and always ſpoke the 


true Sentiments of his Heart, being fond of a pure 
and ſimple Manner of Expreſſion, wherein his Wit 
was clearly conveyed to others. When this fine 


Youth had, to the Sweet neſs of his Diſpoſition, 


added thoſe Arts which moſt of all conduce to the 


ſoftniug and ſoothing our rougher Tempers, he 
chanc'd to fall in Love with CARMOSLINA BoNne- 


FACIA, 2 beautiful Lady, and of a noble Houſe ; 
SANNAZARIUS and BoNEFACius, as dwelling 
in the ſame Neighbourhood, were choſen to fit in 


the fame Council of Porta Nova. The Neapo!:- 


fans call ſuch Seats Councils, becauſe in fo large 
a City, the Citizens living at a conſiderable Di- 


ſtance one from another, could not convenient ly 


meet in one Place, to conſult about the Common- 
Wealth; and therefore the City is divided into 
Five Diſtricts, whereof every one has its Court, 
wherein the chief Citizens, inhabiting the Parts 
adjacent, give their Sentences and Suffrages. But 


as all Love is anxious and ſolicitous, and affects 
the Mind with various Agitations, and Inquie- 


tudes, SANNAZARIUS, for many Days and Nights 
was grievouſly perplex'd, becauſe the Lady re- 


fuſed to give him a mutual Return of Paſſion, 


In this Uneaſineſs, the only Remedy he ſeemed 


to have, was, ſometimes in mournful Verſe, to 


upbraid her Inconſtancy, then, to complain of 


her Cruelty, and at other Times to accuſe the 


Severity of his Fortune; all which he admirably 


perform'd, in a great Number of ſhort Poems

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writ in the modern Italian, which ſeem moſtly to 


correſpond with his Latin Epigrams. Another 
manner of Writing, he alſo attempted in ſhort 

Sentences, nearly reſembling the former; but in 

the Compaſs of Matter, the Variety of Numbers, 
and the Beauty of Figures far more copious. This 
Sort the Greeks call Odes; but the Italians, many 
Ages ſince, have named them (antes. In both 
kinds SANNAZARIUS did ſo excell, that he eclip- 
ſed the Glory of all the Italian Writers of Lyrick 
Poetry, from PETRARCH down to his Time. 
For he knew that the Age wherein he lived, had 
much degenerated from rhe Elegancy of Writing, 
by ſlighting the Examples of the Ancients, and 
introducivg a new Manner of tickling the Ears of 
the Ingudicious, which prevailed every-where un- 
der the Influence and Approbation of corrupt 
Judges. The Matter, indeed, and Subſtance of 
their Works was well enough contrived, but this 
Fineneſs of Invention was ill purſu'd, and exe- 


cuted, and the Diction without Force and Ener- 


gy : Their Sentences were, for the moſt Part, 
uncouth, diſtorted, over-wrought, and affected; 


Ibeir Stile rough, trivial and coarſe ; Their Num- 
bers looſe, careleſs, and unharmonious : And the 
whole Work without Nerves and Connexion, or 
without Joints and Variety, ſo that you might plain- 
ly perceive the Writer unſkilled in Method, and un- 
acquainted with Politeneſs : Great Praiſe is there- 
fore due to Sannazarivus becauſe, as before his 


Time, Men wander'd into many wild but prevail- 
ing Errors, He, alone, or, at leaſt, with ſmall Afſ- 
ſiſtance, not only undertook to root out theſe

a ſpeedy Journey into the furtheſt Province of 
France, - which Province, from his Writings, is 
ſaid to bear the Name of Arcadia to this 353 
There, when he had continued ſome Time, and 


perceiv'd his Anxiety daily to increaſe, and that 


he could no longer endure the Abſence of his Mi- 


ſtreſs, and his native Country; he return'd, by 


long Journeys, to Naples. But, there, Fate pre- 
ſcribd a ſharp Medicine to his grievous and 
long · continuing Malady ; for during his Abſence, 
CarMosINA, in the very Bloom of Youth, ſud- 
denly died. Which Accident, how much it af- 
fected him as a Lover, his Ec/ogues, written in Ira- 
lian and Latin, ſuffi ciently ſhew, eſpecially that, 
wherein he bewails the Death of PHYLL IS; for 
under that Name he was pleas'd to ſcreen his 
Loves. But when the Fame of his Wit, which 
then flew every where, had reach'd the Ears of 


King FERDINAND, FeDERICK his younger Son, 


2 Youth wonderfully addicted to the Study of 


Poetry, earneſtly requeſting his Preſence, nd , 


ſending for him, received him into his Palace; 
beſtowed on him many particular Favours, and 
always rank'd him among his moſt intimate and 
familiar — ISABELLA DE BALTIo, Who

beyond the 'common Reach of her Sex, lov'd 
and admir'd him. When the former was eſpouſed 
to FEDERICK, on the Day ſhe enter'd the Houſe 
of PyxRHñUs Duke of A/tamuria, ſhe found the 
whole nuptial Preparation with the greateſt Ac- 
curacy diſpos'd and deſcrib'd by SANNAZARIUs. 


On Account of the ſame Excellency of his Geni- 
us, he was honoured with jthe Eſteem of FER Di- 
arp the King, and ALPpHoNso Duke of Calabria, 
to whom the Hereditary Right of that Kingdom 
belonged. When he was General of the Forces, 
SANNAZARIUS followed him to the Tuſcan Wars, 
and had a Command in his Army; he was alſo 
with him at the Recovery of Otranto, and at 
the Expulſion of the Tyr&#s, who had ſeiz d and 
garriſon'd that important Fortreſs ; And after- 
wards, when FERDINAND eſpouſed the Cauſe of 
HERCULES Duke of Ferrara, his Son-in- Law, 
againſt Pope S1xTvs, and his Confederates 
ALPHONsSUs took our Author to the Siege of 
Nomentum and Tibur, where he loſt a Battle near 
Lanuvium, and thereby ſeem'd to have forfeited 
ſome Part of the Glory he had fo juſtly acquir'd 
by his former Exploits. But what Leiſure ſoever 
Poffer'd itſelf, even in his Tent, SANNAZAKRIVUS 
Femploy'd it wholly in compoſing Epigrams, of 
which, the moſt celebrated is that wherein he 
enumerates the Atchievements of LaopisLaus the 
vicctorious King, and thoſe of his own noble Pro- 
genitors. ry 


Thus the military Arts, and the Studies of po- 
lite Literature met together in him, which is 
ſomewhat ſtrange, it being a common Obſerva- 
tion, That Soldiers are not much addicted to 
Learning, and Scholars indolent, and unactive in 
Warlike Expeditions. Immediately after, fol- 

EI] - ' Jlow'd 
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low'd thoſe Diſaſters which reduc'd the flouriſhing 
Family of Aragon to the laſt Extremity : When, 
being deſpoiled of their Crown, baniſhed their 
Kingdom, and many of their Monarchs ſucceſ- 
ſively dying, the Race became utterly extinct : 
For CHARLEs, Son to LEw1s King of France, a 
Youth of piercing Wit, and one who coveted ® 
the Dominion of all Iraly, had long contrivid to 
wreſt the Kingdom of Naples out of the Hands 
_ of FERDINAND, to compaſs which Deſigns, he ſud- 
denly raiſed a mighty Army againſt him. So great 
a Load of Troubles then hanging over the Head 
of FERDINAND, and” oppreſſing him, and being 
how of a great Age, he died, and ALpxonsus, 
- who ſucceeded his Father, dreading the Force of 
ſuch a powerful Army, and not daring to confide 
in his People, and principal Citizens, who hated | 
him for his Cruelty, forgetful of his former Va- 
lour, and truſting all to Providence, fled to 
Sicily, and there ſoon after expir'd. FERDINAND 
therefore his Son, whoſe Temper was more mode- 
rate than his Father's, aſcending the Throne, re- 
ſiſted the French Forces with all his Might, whom, 
when he ſaw he was not able to cope with, ha- 
ving intirely loſt his Empire, he calmly re- 
tir d to wait for a more happy Jund!ure of Af- 
fairs: Nor was he diſappointed, for CHARLES 
being ſoon after recalled into France, the gallant ! 
Youth, with incredible Expedition, Prudence and 
Magnanimity, defeated his Enemies in Battle, 
and regain'd his Kingdom. But while he was en- 
deavouring to compoſe the Troubles of the State, 
he was cut off by a ſüdden Death. All Power 
and Authority being then conferr'd on his Uncle 
FEDERICK, moſt Men now thought that Sanna- Ml * 
ZARIUS (who had been always of the King's 


Conncil, and who, even in his greateſt Diſtreſſes, 


had never forſaken him to follow the moſt flou-

riſhing Fortune of his Enemies) ſhould. have been 
promoted to the higheſt Offices of Honour under 
bim: But the Event prov'd contrary to every 
one's Opinion; for FEDERICk inrich'd RoBRRT 
BoNIFACE, BALTHAZAK CAPADOCA, and Ax ro- 
XZ N1vs GRISO, with many Townſhips and great Re- 
vvenues, whilft he only ordered him 16000 Seſterces, 
®Z amounting to 1 25 J. Sterling to be paid yearly out of 
the Treaſury ; and gave him a Country Seat, ſituate 
near the Foot of Mount Pauſilippus, called Mer- 
gillene, much eſteemed by the Kings of Naples 
for its Pleaſantry, and the agreeable Proſpect 
of the Tyrrhene Sea, He ſeem d to reſent this 
Uſage of his Prince, thinking that his Loyalty 
and Faithful Services to him, had equall'd, if 
not excell'd all thoſe who were preferr'd before 
him; and expos'd the Meanneſs of the King's Gift. 
But being atterwards charm'd with, the Situation 
of the Place, he tun'd his Harp to the Praiſes 
of Mergillene, and extoll'd his Prince's Liberality. 
However, he was ſoon tir'd with a calm and eaſy 
Life; for Four Years after this, LEw1s, who, from 
Duke of Orleans, ſucceeded CHARLEs in the Throne 


of France, and FerpinanD King of Spain, at the 
IIInſtigation of Pope ALEXANDER, joined their For- 


ces againſt FEDERICk, to drive him out of his 
F Territories. FEDERICk therefore, over - powered 
with the Strength of his Enemies, and robb'd of 
his Inheritance, choſe rather to retire into France 
to Lewis, than to live in Exile with FER DI“ 
NAND, whom he hated for his open Violation of 
the ſtricteſt Ties of Conſanguinity. In that Exi- 
geency of his Prince, Sa NNAZEARTVUs ſhew'd a moſt 
remarkable Example of Conſtancy, and true Loy- 
alty, for when few of his Subjects followed their 
King into Exile, and of thoſe, the greater 
Part forſook him to return Home, he never de- 
parted from him, but conſtantly adher'd to him, 
5 i 5 till, 
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xx The LIFE of 
till, worn out with Cares, and Troubles of Mind, 
he reſi gn'd his Royal Breath: And what may 


appear incredible to many ; our Poet fold two 
Villages and a Portorium Six Miles from Naples, 


called Gaudella, for Four hundred and Twenty 


thouſand Seſterces, amounting to above 3280. Ster- 


ling; all which he freely beſtowed upon his Prince, 


ſcarce reſerving a Sum to ſapply himſelf with 


Neceſſaries. After his Death he paid the ſame Loyal 
Devotion to his Memory, pouring forth. a Flood 
of Tears at his Funeral, and always deteſted thoſe 
Men who had been inſtrumental i in their Monarch's 

Ruin. Neither does it ſeem unlikely that the

FEDERICK, was written after his Death, and per- 
haps the Poet uſed that Artifice, that his Rea- 
ders, deeming i it one of the Sybil's Prophecies, might 
be the more mov'd to Admiration- and Alto:

France many antient Books, which for ſome 


Ages had lain unknown; as namely, A Fragment 


of Ovrp's Poem De Piſcibus, GRaTIVUs FAL1sCUs, 


and OLYMertus NEMESIANUS de Venatione, Ru- 


TILIUs NUMISIANUs's Itinerary ; as alſo the 
Writings of MARTIAL, Auson1Us, and SOLINUS, 4 
much more correct than in our vulgar Editions. 
At Naples, as he was remarkable for the Elegance 
of his Behaviour, which he had acquir'd from a 
long Intimacy with the Nobility, he paid his 
_ firſt Addreſſes to Joanna the Queen: But while 
he refided in the Royal Palace, he fell in Love A 
with CASSANDRA MARCHESTA, a Lady of po 
TADIC 2 
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Prince being fully performed, SanNazarits re- 
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rable Wit, and Beauty, one of the noble Virgins 
who daily attended there, and was higheſt in 
the Queen's Favour. He was not then, as before, 

tormented with the various Inquietudes of ſuc- 
N ceſsleſs Paſſion, but, gueſſing at the hidden Beau- 

ties of her Mind, by the outward Excellencies of 
her Body, he paid her the Addreſſes of a Platonich, 
and ſtrove to oblige her with all the Offices which 
tend to the Promotion of Virtue: No Rivals then 
made him uneaſy, for when ALÞHoNsUs CASTRIO- 
TA, one of the Nobility, who, at the ſame Time, 
addreſs'd himſelf to CassanDRaA, and made her 
a Contract of Marriage, cool'd, and would have 
XZ diſengag'd himſelf; Sannazarivs employ'd all 
bis Intereſt, that Pope Leo ſhould confirm the 
Marriage; nor could ALPHonsus be releaſed, be- 
fore the ſame SANN AZ ARITUS had made Uſe of 
the Authority of his Friend BEMRBus, the then 
Pope's Secretary, and found it ineffectual. Thus, 
though he was unable to contend with his Ad- 
verſary's prevailing Power and Intereſt, yet 
was he never after intirely reconciled to LEO. F 
And although he had often ſhewn his Diſplea- 
ſure againſt thoſe whoſe Counſels and Man- 
ners differ'd widely from his own, yet was he 
bappy in the intimate Friendſhip of many 
who profeſs'd the ſame Studies of Learning, Truth, 
and Conſtancy, whoſe. Names he has celebrated 
in his Works, but whom to mention here, would 
be tedious, and no way either pleaſing or profi- 
table to the Reader. Towards thoſe whom he 
once received into Friendſhip, he retain'd an 1n- 
violable Fidelity, nor could it be ever obſerv'd, 
that he was either forgetful of Benefits, or 
3 unwilling to aſſiſt his Friends in any Danger 
or Difficulty. This juſt Account of his Fide- 
lity and Conſtancy, all, even his very Enemies 
allow him, Towards Joviawus PonTAnvs 
— | — 
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whoſe friendly Aſſiſtance had much advanc'd his 
- youthful Studies, he ſtill retain'd an Affection equal 7 
to Self. Love, and though undoubtedly he much 
excell'd him in the Elegancy and Dignity of his 
Latin Verſe, nevertheleſs, whenever Occaſion of- # 
fer'd; he always praiſed his Wit and Learning, 
and other wondrous Accompliſhments : He, 
firſt, drew PonTAanus's Writings from the Obſcu- ? 
tity of a private Library, and had them pub- 
liſhed ; acting therein, contrary to the Maxime 
of moſt Men, who, when they have acquird the 
Art they are to profeſs, not only deſpiſe thoſe by - 
whom they formerly profited, but often labour 
to vilify and expoſe them. He was an utter Ene- 
my to Contention, for nothing appear'd to him 
more prejudicial to the Tranquility of the Mind, 
and the politer Studies, than the Clamour of the 
Forum, and the eternal Squabblings of the Vulgar. i 
What a Friend he was to Juſtice, cannot eaſily Þ 
be expreſs'd, for when the French firſt made them- ? 
ſelves Maſters of the Kingdom of Naples, all pub- 7 
lick Judgments were partial and corrupted ; the 
Preſidents of the Provinces were wholly given up 8 
to Extortion ; the Goods of the Nobility were 
confiſcated, and all Things carried on purſuant 
to the Will of the Conquerors, and not according ³⁶ſ 
to the Rules of Law or Equity. SYNcervs,

Knaves, Paraſites, Revellers, and all ſuch 
Wretches, he utterly deteſted, nor did he approve 
of the Behaviour of thoſe, who, however ingeni- 
ous and learned themſelves, look upon all Man- 
3X kind as their Inferiors ; for which Reaſon he was 
angry with PoLITIAanvus, who had carried himſelf 
inſolently towards others. In Piety and Religion, 
de was exceeded by none; for when he chanc'd to 
hear X31D1vs, an Auguſtine Monk of Viterbo, con ; 
demning the Crimes of thoſe Times in a ſharp 
Diſcourſe, and applying fome Lines of VIR GIL 
to that Purpoſe, he profeſſed himſelf affected with 
his Words, and lov'd and eſteem'd him, and did 
him all, manner of good Offices ever after.

In finiſhing his Po- 
em De Partu Virginis he beſtow'd infinite Labour, 
and was employ'd in compoſing and correcting 
it, no leſs than Twenty Years, for he was a

all excellent in their feveral Ways: JouaNnNes 
BAPTISsTA was very well ſkill'd in the Latin 
and Greek Tongues, and was choſen 1 
and Interpreter to the Cardinals, who aſſiſted 
at the Council of Trent, of which Poſt he 
acquitted himſelf with Honour, and while he

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GeorGE BUCHANAN was born in North. 
Britain, in a ſmall Village in the County of | | 
Lenox, Anno 1506. of a Family rather Antient . 
than Rich; their Patrimony being waſted by | 
his Grandfather's Extravagancy : His Father | 
died young, and left him, and Four Sons more, 
with Three Daughters, to the Care of his Mo. | 3 
ther, A6nes HERIOT, who, by her Frugality, 
brought them all up to Men and Ramone | | 
Eſtate. Of theſe Five Sons, GEORGE was one, 
whom his Uncle JaMEes Hrklor perceiving to 
make a more than ordinary Progreſs in Learn- | : 
ing, took him from the Schools in his own | 
Country, and ſent him to Paris, where he ap- 
plied himſelf chiefly to Poetry : But before he 
had ſtaid there Two Years, his Uncle died, and 
he tell dangerouſly {ick, and being in great |

Want, returned home to his Friends. Some 
time after this, he went into the Army with 
ſoine French Auxiliaries, to learn the Art Mili- 
tary ; but that Expedition proving fruitleſs, he 
again relapſed into his former Illneſs, and was 
more ſeverely handled than before. He then went 
to St. Andrews to hear the Lectures of Joun 
Major, who read Logick there, whom, the Sum- 
mer following, he accompanied into France, and 
there fell into the Troubles of the Lutheran 
Sect, then in its Infancy. After Two Years 
ſtruggling with the Difficulties of Fortune, he 
gain'd Admittance into the Barbaran College, 
where he was Grammar Profeſſor near Three 
Fears; at which Time, GiLBERT KENNEDY, 
Earl of Caſils, a Young Scorch Nobleman, 
charm'd with his Ingenuity, entertain'd him, 
for Five Years, and at laſt brought him back 
with him to Scotland. Being inclined, atter- 
Awards, to return to his Studies at Paris, he 
was reſtrain'd by the King, and made Tutor 
3 to James his Natural Son; about which 
Time, an Elegy of his came into the Hands 
of the Franciſcans, ſome Paſſages whereof ſeem- 
ing to bear a little too hard upon them, they 
highly reſented it, and attack'd him on the 
Score of Religion.

But being, ſoon after this, in- 
formed, That Cardinal BErox ſought his Lite, 
and had offered Money to the King, as a Price for | 
his Head, he made his Eſcape out of Priſon, 


and fled to England: But Things being ſo un- 


certainly carried on there, towards the latter 
End of the Reign of King Henry VIII. as to 
Religious Affairs, and bearing in Mind his old 


Acquaintance in France, and the Country, in a 
Manner, natural to him, he reſolved to venture | 
once more into that Kingdom : But coming to 


Paris, and finding his old Enemy, Cardinal |

our Author was one. Many Crimes were laid 


to his Charge; as his Poem againſt the Franciſe 
cans, his Eating of Fleſh in Lent, and, in brief, 
it was ſuppoſed, that he was not Orthodox as 
to the Roman Church and Religion. But after 
he had remain'd for near Half a Year in the 
& Inguiſitors Hands, he was ſentenc'd to be ſhut 
up in a Monaſtery for ſome Months, there to 
be more exactly diſciplin'd by the Morks : It 
was at this Time, that he took an Opportunity 
to form the principal Part of Davipn's P/alms 
into Latin Verſe. After the Time was expired, 
he was ſet at Liberty, and failed over into 
England, but made no long Stay there, becauſe 
of the Diſagreement among the Nobility, during 
the Minority of King EpwARD VI. Thence he 
returned to France, about the Time of the 
Raiſing the Siege of Merz, concerning whick 
Siege, he wrote a Poem, at the Solicitation of 
his Friends: Thence he was called into Italy, 
by CHAaRLEs DE Cosst of Breſcia, with whom, 
and his Son TIMOLEOxN, he lived, ſometimes in 
Italy, and ſometimes in France, Five Years, *till 
the Year 1560. the greateit Part of which Time 
he ſpent in ſtudying the Scriptures, that he 
might be the more capable to form an exact 
Judgment of the Controverſies in Religion. 
Soon after this, he return'd into Scotland, and 
became a Member of that Church. In 1566, 
he was made Precepror to King James VI. 
and then he compos'd his celebrated Hiſtory of 

Scotland in Twenty Books. He died at Edinburgh 
in 1582. in the Seventy Seventh Year of his

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As to his Character, he had an uncommon 
Share of Wit, and all his Turns are eaſy, natu- 
ral, and delicate; every Line in the Poetry he 
has left behind him, ſhines with a ſurprizing 
Beauty; his Odes are worthy Antiquity ; The 
Tragedies he has wrote, have a Purity of Stile 
which is incomparable ; his Verſion of the P/alms 
far ſurpaſſes all that ever attempted the Subject 
before ; and, in brief, all his Pieces abound with 
a ſprightly Turn of Wit, and an admirable 
Strength of Imagination: In his Verſe, he fol- 
 low'd his own Humour intirely, and all ſeem'd 
to flow from him naturally, and without La- 
bour; tis therefore with the higheſt Juſtice 
that ſo many great Men have beſtow'd ſuch 
glorious Encomiums on his Wit, and that Sca- 
LIGER concludes the fine Epitaph which he made 
upon him, with theſe Lines.

Marcus HitxonyMus VIDA was born at 
Cremona, a famous City in Italy, pleaſantly ſitu- 
ated near the Po: His Parents were GELELMUS 
VIDA, and Leona OscasALa, of no mean 
Character in that City, who made it their 
chief Endeavour to lay in him a Foundation of 
Learning, the Rudiments of which he received 
there, and was in ſome Time removed thence 
to Mantua, where he ſtudied Philoſophy, and 
where his early Inclinations led him to ſoften 
that rougher Science with the eaſy Amuſements 
of Poetry; and it is not unlikely, that his

he went to the Univerſity of Padua, then in

After 
finiſhing his Studies, he left Bononia and entered 
into the Auguſtinian Houſe' of the Canons - Re- 
gular of St. Mark at Mantua; but being ſoon 
afterwards admitted into the Society of the 
Canons- Regular of St. John Lateran, he took 
his laſt Leave of his Parents, and went to Rome.
